We have just received word that there are several rule changes by the ARRL concerning Field Day this year. PARC was not planning to 
organize a club-wide field day this year. However, one of the new rules allows your home and mobile (Class D and C respectively) are able to 
make contact with ANY other station (including other Class D and C) for points. Another rule is that you are able to combine home and mobile 
station contacts under a club umbrella! This means that if you decide to participate in Field Day 2020, it sounds like you would use your own 
callsign for logging purposes, but when you submit to the ARRL you would indicate Palomar Amateur Radio Club as your club of origin and we 
can be on the board after all this year!

Quite rigorous, validation of the remote applicant's test 
environment and computer setup. Apparently, the best place to take the test is in the bathroom .. fewer opportunities for cheating. The system is 
based on the HamStudy.org website/group.
